Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

Group III, claim(s) 22, 23, 26-28, 49, 50-66 drawn to a curved optical waveguide 
wherein a core shape of the curved optical waveguide is defined by one of the 
equations, which are the same when t=1 : 

y = 1 - cos[(tt/2)z] 

y=(1-t)f(z) + t{1-cos[(TT/2)z]} 

y = (1 - 1) z + t{1 - cos[(tt/2)z]} 

y = (1 - 1) [z - (a/ tt ) sin tt z] + t{1 - cos[(tt/2)z]} 

The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive concept 

under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
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corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Each of Groups l-lll 
define an optical waveguide comprising a core and a clad, wherein a core shape is 
defined by a different equation for each group of claims set forth above. As optical 
waveguides are known to comprise both a core and cladding in the art, the inventive 
concept of each of the groups of claims is considered to be the core shape defined by 
the respective equations. Since each of the equations is different from the other 
equations and defines a different core shape, each of Groups l-lll comprise a different 
special technical feature.
